Market Conditions Generally Weaker

Although increased supplies of beans and corn appeared 
on the Glades produce scene this week, demand for most mar- 
ketable items dropped from the past week and market prices 


were generally weaker. 


Rains again hampered maturity and quality may dip as a 
result of the moisture. Total movement showed a considerable 
drop from last week's record-breaking movement. 


Celery — still the volume 
leader — sold generally $1.00-1. 
25 for three-dozen crates and 
larger and made up 85% or so 
of the offering. Beans were of 
better quality and returned 
$4.00-$5.00 for Harvesters and 
$3.75-4.75 for Valentines with 
other offerings of ordinary to 
fair quality moving from $2.00 
up. 


Corn sold at $3.25 for US 
Fancy Security offerings and 
ranged down to $2.25-2.50 for 
most. Supplies are lighter. for 
endive ($1.75) and escarole 
($1.00-1.50) as the season wanes, 
and cabbage sales ranged $1.50 
to $1.75 for the best.

“The purpose of Law Day, U. S. A. is%o 
foster an abiding respect for law which is es- 
sential in a free society,” the governor stated in 
his proclamation. 

Perhaps the observance is best summed up 
by this statement from John D. Randall, Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, President of the American Bar 
‘Association: 

“The third annual observance of Law Day 
on May 1.affords every citizen in America the 
opportunity to reaffirm his dedication to free 
government under law. It's aim also is to foster 
respect for law through public education. 

*Law Day is an occasion for young people 
throughout the land to gain an increased appre- 
ciation and understanding of the.glace of law in 
our lives and the need for strengthening the rule 
of: law in both national and internatioal affa 

“In the United States, the "rule of law"— 
which means reliance uponl law in our publie and 
D relations—is a vital ingredient of our way 
of life." 

President Eisenhower in his 1960 Law Day 
Proclamation underscores this vital point. He 
wrote: i 

“Respect for justice under law is vital and 
abiding only when its roots are grounded in our 
many traditions of religion, ethics and philosophy, 
with their common teaching concerning law as 
the foundation of our social order.” 


Who's Buying—Or Selling Out? 


Who is to buy our Beans, Celery and Beef? 

In a recent news item from Washington it 
was announced that a four million dollar con- 
tract to build loconfotives to be used in the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone would be awarded by our govern- 
ment to the Mitsubishi Company in Japan since 
their bid was $900,000 below the next low bid by 
n Plymouth Locomotive Works of Mansfield, 

10. 

Many of you will remember that it was Zero 
fighters made by this same company which at- 
tacked Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941.—and 
some of our old scrap iron in the bombs which fell. 
Shortly thereafter came the announcement from 
Japan that the peace would be dictated by the 
Japanese Emporer from the White House in 
Washington. 

Representative Robert W. Levering (D. Ohio) 


opposes this awarding stating that he was a Jap’ 


anese prisoner of war in World War II and was 
made to shovel slag on boxcars for the same Mit- 
subishi Company as a “kind of coolie slave” a- 
long with other American prisoners who worked 
10 hours each day, seven days each week with 
a ration of two rice balls a day. 

All this was in violation of the Geneva Con- 
vention, of course, which prohibited prisoners of 
war from being used in war industry against their 
own countrymen. 

Strong support for the Japanese comes from 
a strange source — our own senior senator from 
Florida — Senator Spessard Holland who said if 
an exception were made in this case and the bid 
was awarded to an American company in a case 
like this, “Foreign bidders would lose all interest 
in trying to compete for any of our orders.” 

We know we have a chance to raise some 
beans and beef and maybe sell some to our friends 
in Ohio—that is if they are not out of work and 
on relief, There has been marked unemployment 
in the Mansfield area lately. Do any of us think 
for one minute that any of our produce will tina 
a market in Japan? If all business followed this 
pattern, Senator Holland, how can American 
farmers or American workers pay income taxes 
to the government to support the rest of the 
world? y 

When our money runs out) who will then be 
our friends overseas? How long will it be before 
we find frozen beans, canned celery and other 
farm produets produced by "slave labor" selling 
in our market places at prices lower than we can 
produce and sell them for: because of our high 
standard of living—and our high tax structure? 

Right now the Senate is debating the foreign 
aid bill which will authorize no less than four 
billion dollars of foreign aid. Who is going to pa: 
this four million dollars? There are only 180 mil- 
lion of us to pay the bill ,and we can't pay it if we 
can’t work or sell our own products. 

Is our memory so short that we have forgot- 
ten the thousands upon thousands of our Amer- 
ican youth who died or returned crippled for life 
fighting to save our American way of life? j 

Did we win the war and lose the peace?
